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Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(b) because 
they are incomplete. 37 CFR 1.83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing 
must when possible exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion 
itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also in another view, so 
much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of 
the invention therewith. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing 
figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement 
sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings 
for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date 
of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or

possible to determine exactly how the device operates or how the parts are interrelated. 
New drawings are required that show each and every limitation in the claim as well as 
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each element claimed having a reference numeral that is described in the specification. 
No new matter should be included in the new drawings. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is longer than 150 words. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, requires the specification to be written in "full, 
clear, concise, and exact terms." The specification is replete with terms which are not 
clear, concise and exact. The specification should be revised carefully in order to 
comply with 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Examples of some unclear, inexact or 
verbose terms used in the specification are: 

there are no reference numerals that correspond to the drawings; 

there are many grammatical errors, such as page 1 Iine19 the word "that: should 
appear between the words ensure and after. The grammatical error appear to be 
related to a translation problem and must be corrected. Applicant should carefully 
review all aspects of the application and correct any errors of which only an example 
has been provided. A substitute specification including the claims is required pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1.125(a) because the current specification is not enabling of the current 
claim. 

A substitute specification must not contain new matter. The substitute 
specification must be submitted with markings showing all the changes relative to the 
immediate prior version of the specification of record. The text of any added subject 
matter must be shown by underlining the added text. The text of any deleted matter 
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must be shown by strike-through except that double brackets placed before and after 
the deleted characters may be used to show deletion of five or fewer consecutive 
characters. The text of any deleted subject matter must be shown by being placed 
within double brackets if strike-through cannot be easily perceived. An accompanying 
clean version (without markings) and a statement that the substitute specification 
contains no new matter must also be supplied. Numbering the paragraphs of the 
specification of record is not considered a change that must be shown. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Without corresponding reference numerals in the drawings and specifications the true 
nature of the device can not be determined by an ordinary artisan. As such the claims 
are not supported by the disclosure, correction must be forthcoming in response to this 
action to avoid abandonment. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The lack of numbers in the specification and too few drawings 
make it difficult to determine what actual structure is being claimed. As such the claim 
is rejected as being unclear in that one of ordinary skill in the art could not determine the 
scope of the claims. In the art rejection below the claim is treated as best understood by 
the examiner. Clarification of the claim is required. Some examples of unclear 
limitations are as follows: 

subsection a) a rail of appropriate distance with a step motor on each end; 
Where is this rail? What are the motors? The only motors for vertical movement appear 
to be elements (414 and 424), but they do not look like they are mounted on a common 
rail. 

subsection b) the horizontal unit, which one as the pick heads move in two 
horizontal directions; 

the mounting of the pick heads is also confusing without any reference numerals 
to help with visualizations of the device. At this time the claims is so indefinite that the 
true meets and bounds of the claim cannot be determined. As such an art rejection is 
not possible until the drawings, claims and specification have been placed into proper 
order. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon, but considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure is: Aviles et al. 1986, Mitsui 1997, Park 2000, Farnworth et al. 
2002, Skunes 2003, Mimata et al. 2003 and Usee 2007.
